Benefits of Du’aa and its pre-requisites 


Du‘aa means to call. It means to call Allah to 
fixlfill our needs. Allah, the Exalted said - 


"You call Me, will (fulfill your need) answer your 
call.” And said : 


"Call your Lord humbly and secretly.” 


Rasoeloullah 2a’ said, "Du'aa! It is the worship; and 
said “Du'aa is the cream of worship"; and said, "Du'aa 
is the weapon of Momin”"; and said, "Nothing is more 
exalted than Du'aa before Allah; and said, "Du'aa 
changes the fate.” and said, “Du’aa repuises every 
calamity." © (Mishkaat and Tirmidhi) 

Allah, the Exalted is very pleased with one who puts 
his petition before Him and He accepts his requests 
and grants him his requirement. All these things 
depend upon complete and total observation of its 
prerequisites otherwise he should not expect the 

acceptance of his Du’aa. 

The person who invokes is like a sick one, if he wants 
to get well, then, alongwith the prescribed medical 
treatment he must avoid things forbidden by his 
physician. On the contrary if he doesn't abstain from 
forbidden things, then, he might not get cured. In the 
same manner, ff we want that our invokations (Du'aa) 
are accepted by Allah and we get what we want from 
Him, then we must stricty observe the. following

First : Alongwith the perfect Imaan (Faith). 
sincerity is also necessary. It means while 
invoking we should not think of anyone or 
anything in our heart and mind except Allah: 
because no good deeds are acceptable to Aliah 
without sincerity (of intention). 

Secondly : We must refrain from lying, deceiving, 
gambling, drinking, enviousness, proudiness , 
Malice, backbiting (and similar sins) as all these 
are great sins and all these vices are denounced 
in the Holy Qur'an and Hadith.

It means asking forgiveness of 
Allah, the Exalted for the previous sins, and 
repentance means making firm determination not to 
commit any sin, again, after being ashamed of own 
sins. 


In the same way, great emphasis has been 
laid to asking forgiveness and repentance in the 


auspicious Ahaadith. In a Hadith, it is related that 
Rasocloullah “Lely said, “O people! Repent! [ also 
repent hundred times in a day.” (Mishkat). Isn't it 
surprising that the Prophet Mohammed /Z4iid, who 
is innocent and immune from sins, asks forgiveness 
hundred times everyday; and we full of folly and 
blunders, should not even singly ask forgiveness and 
repent upon our sins, in a day! 

In another Hadith, Rasoeloullah “Lubk*said, 
"Whoever asks forgiveness (every day) regularly 
without fail, Allah, the Exalted, opens the door of 





deliverence in every difficulty for him, makes him 
carefree and provides him sustenance from 
unimaginable source."

Shaikhul Mashaaikh Kalimullah, dJahanabadi, 
weUiez writes in a letter : whoever asks forgiveness 
four hundred times, daily, for two months, Allah, the 
Exalted, will bestow him the benifiting knowledge or 
abundant wealth, ie. if he intends to acquire 
knowledge, he will gain knowledge; and if he recites 
for obtaining wealth, he will get it. 
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It is always better to hasten asking forgiveness 
and repentance. Whenever one happens to disobey 
his Lord, under the influence of the Devil's distraction 
and his own self inciting to evil, immediately he 
should realise his mistake; and bow down before his 
Lord, humbly and sincerely repent and ask Allah, the 
Merciful, the Forgiver to Forgive, his sins. One 
should never delay it as no one knows the appointed 
time of his death. Our open enemy, the Devil always 
creats vain imagination in our mind that, you are still 
young, repent later on......and suddenly the death 
approaches and deprives him from asking forgiveness 
and repenting; thus drags him towards the Hell.. 

Another important point to remember, in this 
respect, is that, only verbal repentance is not enough.

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Vertues of Proper Distribution 
of Inheritance 


Hazrat Abu Humaid Saedee narrates that the prophet of 
Allah (PBUH) said " it is not permissible for a Musiim to take 
assets of a Muslim illegally, because Allah has made the 
assets of a Muslim unlawful for a Muslim without his consent 
As He made it unlawful for a person to take the stick of his 
Muslim brother” this Hadeeth reflects that is necessary tO 
gain the consent of the person whose assets are being used 
Hence if a person knew that the permission was given under 
any kind of pressure and he is not happy with the use of his 
assets then his permission is null and void and the use of 
those assets become unlamtull for others. It should be kept 
in mind that to deprive of Allah’s command and is cruelty 
upon daughters and sisters. Whatever Allah's [SWT] has 
fixed for them or for any heir should be given to them. 
Distribution of inheritance is a divine taw and to abide by that 
law is an act of virtue and a way to derive Allah’s 
pleasure and to violate that sacred law is to devise 
a way to Hell as it has been mentioned earlier. 
Maulana Mufti Ashiq Elahi has beautifully written in 
his book that Allah Almighty gave impotance to the 
portion of daughters and said “ Lizzakari Mislu Hazzil 
Unsayain “ to the male a portion equal to that of two 
females ( 4, 11} meaning, Allah has not directly 
mentioned the portions of sons but He mentioned 
their portions by mentioning the portions of daughters. 
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
